GENERAL 
INTERPRETATION 
1. In this Regulation, 


(a) ‘““camp-site’’ means a parcel of land that is 
operated by the Commission for the purpose 
of camping, the boundaries of which may 
be identified by posts, markers or other 
means ; 


(b) “comfort station” means a building con- 
taining flush water closets, electrical light- 
ing and running water; 


(c) “Commission” means The St. Clair Park- 
way Commission; 


(d) “General Manager” means the official who 
has been appointed by by-law of the Com- 
mission as the Secretary-Treasurer and Gen- 
eral Manager; 


(e) “motorized snow vehicle’ means a motor- 
ized snow vehicle as defined in the Motorized 
Snow Vehicles Act; 


(f) “officer” means any person appointed by 
the Commission to enforce this Regulation; 


(g) “parks” means an area consisting of one 
parcel or, where two or more parcels are 
contiguous, the contiguous parcels of land 
owned or operated by the Commission; and

CONDUCT OF PERSONS USING THE PARKS 


2. No person shall, 


(a) remove or damage any plant, shrub or tree; 


(6) deface, remove or damage any property of 
the Commission; or 


(c) go upon any area that is not maintained for 
the purpose, as indicated by signs posted, 


within the Parks. R.R.O. 1970, Reg. 786, s. 2. 
3.—(1) No person shall, 


(a) use abusive, insulting, obscene or threaten- 
ing language or make excessive noise or 


conduct himself in a manner that un- 
necessarily interferes with the use and 
enjoyment of the parks by other persons; 


(5) throw stones or other missiles ; 


(c) assault other persons, or perform any act 
that causes or is likely to cause a danger 
for other persons; 


(d) beg, solicit or invite subscriptions or con- 
tributions; or 


(e) sell or offer for sale any article, thing or 
service unless authorized in writing by the 
Commission, 


within the parks. 


(2) Where an officer believes on reasonable and 
probable grounds that a person has contravened 
subsection (1), he may remove the person from the 
parks and the Commission may cancel any permits of 
the person pertaining to the parks in which the contra- 
vention occurred. 


(3) Where a permit is cancelled in accordance 
with subsection (2), the permittee is not entitled to a 
refund of any fee, toll or admission charge. 


(4) No person who has been removed from the 
parks under subsection (2) shall within the following 
seventy-two hour period enter or attempt to enter the 
parks from which that person was removed without 
permission of the Commission. O. Reg. 626/74, s. 2. 


4. No person shall conduct a public meeting or 
perform any act that causes persons to congregate 
or is likely to cause persons to congregate within 
the parks, except under the authority of a permit 
therefor issued by the General Manager. O. Reg. 
626 /74, s. 3. 


5. No person shall, 


(a) be in possession of, or fire or discharge any 
firearm, rocket or fireworks of any type or 
kind ; 


(b) kill, trap, hunt, pursue or in any manner 
disturb or cause to be disturbed any wild 
bird, animal or reptile; or 


(c) pick, collect or gather worms for com- 
mercial purposes, within the parks, except, 


(i) in an area designated by the Com- 
mission for the purpose, and 
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(ii) under the authority of a permit 
issued by the General Manager.

6. No person shall discard any refuse or abandon 
any object in the Parks except in containers provided 
by the Commission for the purpose. 
Reg. 786, s. 5. 


7. No person shall litter the Parks with refuse. 
R.R.O. 1970, Reg. 786, s. 6. 


8. No person shall erect, post, paste, fasten, 
paint or affix any placard, bill, notice or sign within 
the parks unless a permit therefor is first obtained 
from the General Manager. O. Reg. 626/74, s. 5. 


9.—(1) No person shall light or maintain a fire 
in the Parks except, 


(a) in fireplaces provided by the Commission 
for the purpose; or 


(b) ina place designated by an officer. 


(2) No person who lights a fire in the Parks 
shall leave the fire unattended. 


(3) No person shall smoke in a building or other 
structure in the Parks where the Commission has 
erected a sign forbidding smoking. R.R.O. 1970, 
Reg. 786, s. 7. 


10.—(1) No person shall permit an animal to be 
kept in the Parks unless it is on a leash that does not 
exceed two metres in length. O. Reg. 257/78, s. 2. 


(2) No person shall ride a horse within the Parks, 
other than on a public highway, except in such areas 
and at such times as are designated by the Commission 
for the purpose. R.R.O. 1970, Reg. 786, s. 8 (2). 


(3) No person shall permit an animal to be in any 
waters which are set aside for wading, bathing or 
swimming within the parks. O. Reg. 626/74, s. 6. 


11.—(1) No person shall operate a vehicle in the 
Parks except on a roadway or other place designated 
for the purpose. R.R.O. 1970, Reg. 786, s. 9 (1). 


(2) No person shall operate a motor vehicle in 
the Parks at a greater rate of speed than 25 kilo- 
metres, pershours (Os Regs Z5sis30s413: 


(3) An officer may direct traffic where necessary 
to prevent or relieve congestion. 


(4) No person shall operate a public commercial 
vehicle as defined in the Public Commercial Vehicles 
Act within the Parks except for the purpose of making 
deliveries within the Parks. 


(5) No person shall park a vehicle in the Parks 
in a place other than one designated for the purpose 
by an officer. R.R.O. 1970, Reg. 786, s. 9 (3-5).

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12.—(1) No person shall operate a motorized snow 
vehicle in the parks except, 


(a) under the authority of a permit therefor 
issued by the General Manager; and

the parks for inspection by an officer upon request. 


(3) No person shall operate a motorized snow 
vehicle in the parks except where a permit under 
the Motorized Snow Vehicles Act has been issued 
therefor. 


(4) No person shall operate a motorized snow 
vehicle in the parks unless he is insured under a motor 
vehicle liability policy in accordance with the 
Insurance Act in respect thereof.

15. No person shall engage in athletic games or 
similar forms of recreation except in such parts of the 
Parks as are designated by an officer for the purpose.

16.—(1) Except as otherwise provided in this sec- 
tion, the fee for a person to use The St. Clair Parkway 
Goif Course at Mooretown is, 


(a) $8 on Monday, Tuesday, Wednesday, 
Thursday or Friday, for eighteen holes of 
play; 


(b) $8.50 on Saturday, Sunday or a statutory 
holiday, for eighteen holes of play; 


(c) $5.50 on Monday, Tuesday, Wednesday, 
Thursday or Friday, for nine holes of play; 
and 


(d) $6 on Saturday, Sunday or a statutory holi- 
day, for nine holes of play, 


from the Ist day of April to the 30th day of September in 
any year. 


(2) Except as otherwise provided in this section, the 
fee for a person to use The St. Clair Parkway Golf 
Course at Mooretown is, 


(a) $7. on Monday, Tuesday, Wednesday, 
Thursday or Friday, for eighteen holes of 
play; 
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(b) $7.50 on Saturday, Sunday or a statutory | 


holiday, for eighteen holes of play; 


(c) $4.50 on Monday, Tuesday, Wednesday, 
Thursday or Friday, for nine holes of play; 
and 


(d) $5 on Saturday, Sunday or a statutory holi- 
day, for nine holes of play, 


from the Ist day of October to the 31st day of October in 
any year. 


(3) The annual fee for a person to use The St. Clair 
Parkway Golf Course at Mooretown at any time it is 
open is, 


(a) subject to clause (c), for any person eighteen 
years of age or over, if the fee is paid, 


(i) before the 15th day of January, $235, 


(ii) before the 15th day of March, $255, 
or 


(ili) after the 15th day of March, $275; 
(6) for a husband and wife, if the fee is paid, 


(i) before the 15th day of January, $370, 


(ii) before the 15th day of March, $395, 
or 


(iil) after the 15th day of March, $415; 
and 


(c) $175 for a person not less than eighteen years 
of age and not more than twenty-two years of 
age, who is a student in a high school, univer- 
sity or vocational training school. 


(4) A person sixty-five years of age or over, on pay- 
ment of an annual fee of, 


(a) $120, if the fee is paid before the 15th day of 
January; 


(b) $130, if the fee is paid before the 15th day of 
March; or 


(c) $140, if the fee is paid after the 15th day of 
March; 


may use The St. Clair Parkway Golf Course at 
Mooretown, 


(d) on Monday, Tuesday, Wednesday, Thursday 
or Friday, from the 15th day of April to the 
14th day of September, both inclusive; and 


(e) at any time it is open on and after the 15th day 
of September. 


(5) A person under eighteen years of age, upon 
payment of the fee prescribed in subsection (1), or 


upon payment of an annual fee of $125, may use The 
St. Clair Parkway Golf Course at Mooretown, 


(a) at any time it is open when playing with his 
parents or one of his parents; 


(6) after 1 p.m. during the months of April and 
August and the period from the Ist day of 
September to the 14th day of September, both 
inclusive; 


(c) after 2 p.m. during the months of May, June 
and July; and 


(d) at any time it is open on and after the 15th day 
of September. 


(6) A husband, his wife and their children under 
eighteen years of age may use The St. Clair Parkway 
Golf Course at Mooretown on payment of an annual fee 
of, 


(a) $450, if the fee is paid before the 15th day of 
January; 


(b) $475, if the fee is paid before the 15th day of 
March; or 


(c) $500, if the fee is paid after the 15th day of 
March, 1980, 


and the provisions of clauses (5) (a), (b), (c) and (d) 
apply to their children under eighteen years of 
age.

CAMPING 


17.—(1) In this section and sections 18 to 21, 


(a) “camp-site permit” means a permit issued for 
the purposes referred to in subsection 19 (1); 


(b) “seasonal camp-site permit” means a permit 
issued for the purposes referred to in subsec- 
tioneZ0) (1). 


(2) No person shall camp in the Park except under 
the authority of a camp-site permit or seasonal camp- 
site permit issued by the officer in charge of a camping 
area. 


(3) A camp-site permit and seasonal camp-site per- 
mit expires at 2 p.m., local time, on the last day of the 
period for which it is issued. 


(4) Upon vacating a camp-site, the permittee shall 
surrender his permit to the officer in charge of the 
camp-site. 


(5) Where the permit is surrendered before its expiry, 
the permittee is not entitled to any refund. O. Reg. 
409/80, s. 1, part. 
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18.—(1) Where a person has been issued a camp- 
site permit, he shall not leave the camp-site unat- 
tended for a period exceeding forty-eight hours with- 
out the written permission of the General Manager. 


(2) Where the holder of a permit fails to comply 
with subsection (1), the General Manager may cancel 
the permit, and may remove all equipment from the 
camp-site to an area for safekeeping. O. Reg. 409/80, 
S, ky Parts 


19.—(1) A camp-site permit authorizes the permittee 
and his party to camp for the period specified in the 
permit, but not exceeding fourteen days, in the camp- 
site designated in the permit. 


(2) The fees payable for a camp-site permit on a daily 
basis are, 


(a) $5 per day where electrical power and a com- 
fort station are not available; 


(b) $5.50 per day where a comfort station is avail- 
able but no electrical power is available; and 


(c) $5.50 per day and an additional $1.50 for each 
outlet where electrical power is available. 


(3) The fees payable for acamp-site permit, valid for 
a seven day period are, 


(a) $30 payable in advance where electrical 
power and acomfort station are not available; 


(b) $33 payable in advance where a comfort 
station is available but no electrical power 
is available; and 


(c) $42 payable in advance where electrical 
power is available. 


(4) Notwithstanding subsection (2), the fee payable 
by a person sixty-five years of age or over for a camp- 
site permit on a daily basis is one-half of the fee pre- 
scribed under that subsection on any day except a 
Saturday, Sunday or statutory holiday. 


(5) Notwithstanding subsection (3), the fee payable 
by a person sixty-five years of age or over for a camp- 
site permit valid for a seven day period is one-half 
the fee prescribed under that subsection. O. Reg. 
409/80, s. 1, part. 


20.—(1) A seasonal camp-site permit authorizes the 
permittee and his party to camp for the season from the 
second Friday in May to the second Sunday in Sep- 
tember in any year both inclusive in the camp-site 
designated in the permit. 


(2) The fee for a seasonal camp-site permit is 
$350. O. Reg. 409/80, s. 1, part. 


21.—(1) Subject to subsection (2), a camp-site per- 
mit, or seasonal camp-site permit is authority for the 
permittee to park on the camp-site one vehicle and a 
trailer. 


(2) No person except the holder of a valid seasonal 
camp-site permit shall park any vehicle or trailer on a 
camp-site in the Parks for a total period of more than 
fourteen days in any one calendar year. 


(3) The officer in charge of a camping area may issue 
an additional vehicle permit to the holder of a valid 
camp-site permit or seasonal camp-site permit, or the 
guests of the permit holder where an area designated for 
the purpose of parking additional vehicles is available. 


(4) No person shall park a vehicle for which an addi- 
tional vehicle permit has been issued except in an area 
designated for that purpose. 


(5) The fee payable for an additional vehicle permit 
is $3 for each twenty-four hour period from 2 p.m. to 2 
p.m. on the following day. O. Reg. 409/80, s. 1, part. 


22.—(1) In this section, 
(a) “boat” means a boat of any description ; 


(0) “‘season’’ means the period from the Ist 
day of April to the 31st day of October, 
both inclusive. O. Reg. 626/74, s. 10, part. 


(2) Except as otherwise provided in this section, the 
fee for the use of The St. Clair Parkway Marine Park at 
Mitchell’s Bay is, 


(a) to launch any boat, $2.50 per day; 
(b) to launch any boat, $60 per season; 


(c) to rent a boat and motor, $30 per day from 
sunrise to sunset; 


(d) torent a boat without motor, $12 per day from 
sunrise to sunset; 


(e) to rent a boat and motor, $20 per half-day; 


(f) for mooring any boat for a day, 35 cents per 
foot of boat; 


(g) for mooring any boat for a month, $4 per foot 
of boat; 


(4) for mooring any boat for a season, $12 per foot 
of boat and where electrical power is supplied, 
an additional $40 per season for each outlet; 
and 


(1) to use the dumping station for emptying 
holding tanks, $4 per boat or trailer.

(3) No person, except the holder of a season 
permit, shall moor any boat in the parks for a total 
period of more than fourteen days in any calendar 
year.

issuer, a material business activity of 
which involves, 


(A) purchasing, discounting or otherwise 
acquiring promissory notes, accept- 
ances, accounts receivable, bills of 
sale, chattel mortgages, conditional 
sales contracts, drafts and other obli- 
gations representing part or all of the 
sales price of merchandise, or services, 


(B) factoring or purchasing and leasing 
personal property as part of a hire pur- 
chase or similar business, or

(iv) a bank to which the Bank Act (Canada) 
applies, the Federal Business Develop- 
ment Bank, a loan corporation or trust 
company registered under the Loan and 
Trust Corporations Act or an insurance 
company licensed under the Insurance 
Act, 


(v) acredit union or credit union league incor- 
porated under the Credit Unions and Cais-

(vi) an underwriter or dealer, or 


(vii) any issuer that, in the opinion of the Di- 
rector carries on operations making it 
more appropriate that such issuer be des- 
ignated as an industrial company or natu- 
ral resource company;

(d) “insurance company” means an issuer licensed 
under the Insurance Act; 


(e) “natural resource company” means a mining, 
gas, oil or exploration issuer designated by the 
Director as a natural resource company; 


(f) “variable insurance contract” means a contract 
of life insurance under which the interest of the 
purchaser is valued for purposes of conversion 
or surrender by reference to the value of a 
proportionate interest in a specified portfolio of 
assets. 


(3) Subject to subsection (4), for the purposes of the 
Act and this Regulation, where a recommendation has 
been made in the Handbook of the Canadian Institute 
of Chartered Accountants which is applicable in the 
circumstances, the terms “generally accepted account- 
ing principles”, “auditor’s report” and “generally 
accepted auditing standards” mean the principles, 
report and standards, respectively, recommended in 
the Handbook. 


(4) Subject to section 46, where an issuer is incorpo- 
rated or organized in a jurisdiction other than Canada 
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or a province or territory thereof, “generally accepted 
accounting principles” may, at the option of the issuer, 
mean such principles as prescribed in the incorporat- 
ing jurisdiction by or pursuant to applicable legislation 
or where a recommendation has been made by an 
association in that jurisdiction equivalent to the Cana- 
dian Institute of Chartered Accountants, the principles 
recommended by that association, but where an option 
is exercised under this subsection, the notes to the 
financial statements shall state which option has been 
applied in the choice of generally accepted accounting 
principles. 


(5) Where the Act or this Regulation requires the 
disclosure of the number or percentage of securities 
beneficially owned by a person and, by virtue of sub- 
section 1 (5) of the Act, one or more companies will 
also have to be shown as beneficially owning the sec- 
urities, a statement disclosing all the securities benefi- 
cially owned by the person or deemed to be beneficially 
owned, and indicating whether the ownership is direct 
or indirect and, if indirect, indicating the name of the 
controlled company or company affiliated with the 
controlled company through which the securities are 
indirectly owned and the number or percentage of the 
securities so owned by the company, shall be deemed 
sufficient disclosure without disclosing the name of 
any other company which is deemed to beneficially 
own the same securities. 


(6) Where the Act or this Regulation requires the 
disclosure of the number or percentage of securities 
beneficially owned by a company and, by virtue of 
subsection (1) (6) of the Act, one or more other com- 
panies will also have to be shown as beneficially own- 
ing the securities, a statement disclosing all securities 
beneficially owned or deemed to be beneficially owned 
by the parent company and indicating whether the 
ownership is direct or indirect and, if indirect, indi- 
cating the name of the subsidiary through which the 
securities are indirectly owned and the number or per- 
centage of the securities so owned, shall be deemed 
sufficient disclosure without disclosing the name of 
any other company which is deemed to beneficially 
own the same securities. 


(7) A company shall be deemed to be another’s 
holding company or parent company if that other is its 
subsidiary. O. Reg. 478/79, s. 1. 


FINANCIAL STATEMENTS 


2.—(1) Subject to subsections (3) and (4), the financial 
statements permitted or required by the Act or this 
Regulation shall be prepared in accordance with gener- 
ally accepted accounting principles and with any 
applicable provision of the Act or this Regulation.

(2) Where an auditor reports on a financial state- 
ment required by the Act or this Regulation, the re- 
port shall be prepared in accordance with generally 
accepted auditing standards and with any applicable 
provision of the Act or this Regulation.

(a) a bank to which the Bank Act (Canada) ap- 
plies; or 


(6) a company undertaking and transacting life 
insurance licensed under the Insurance Act, 


the financial statements of the bank or insurance com- 
pany are not required to comply with subsection (1) if 
the financial statements are prepared in accordance 
with a statute incorporating, continuing or governing 
the bank or insurance company and any applicable 
generally accepted accounting principles. 


(4) Notwithstanding subsection (1), where a financial 
statement is not prepared in accordance with gener- 
ally accepted accounting principles, 


(a) the Director may accept the financial state- 
ment for the purposes for which it is to be 
filed, 


(i) where the Director is satisfied that it is not 
reasonably practicable for the issuer to re- 
vise the presentation in the financial state-

INTERPRETATION

drilling of a similar well in the immediate sur- 
roundings; 


(6) ‘‘crude oil’ means a mixture that consists 
mainly of pentanes and heavier hydrocar- 
bons, that may contain sulphur compounds 
and that is recoverable at a well from an un- 
derground reservoir and that is liquid at the 
conditions under which its volume is mea- 
sured or estimated and includes all other fiq- 
uid hydrocarbons so recoverable except natu- 
ral gas liquids;

(a) where it applies to a mutual fund dealer or a 
scholarship plan dealer, $25,000 of working 
capital calculated in accordance with gener- 
ally accepted accounting principles; and 


(b) where it applies to any other category of 
dealer other than a securities issuer, $25,000 
of net free capital calculated in accordance 
with Form 9. O. Reg. 478/79, s. 94. 


96.—(1) Except where the Director is satisfied in a 
particular case that reduced or no coverage would not 
be prejudicial to the public interest, every dealer, 
other than a mutual fund dealer and a security issuer, 
shall maintain bonding or insurance, by means of a: 
broker’s blanket bond on terms acceptable to the Di- 
rector, in an amount of not less than $200,000, or 
such larger amount as is indicated to be necessary by 
the resolution referred to in subsection (4). 


(2) Every mutual fund dealer shall maintain bond- 
ing or insurance, on terms acceptable to the Director, 


(a) for employees in an amount not less than 
$50,000 for each employee, or such larger 
amount as is indicated to be necessary by the 
resolution referred to in subsection (4); 


(6) for itself in an amount to be determined by 
the Director. 


(3) Except where the Director is satisfied in a par- 
ticular case that reduced or no coverage would not be 
prejudicial to the public interest, every security is- 
suer, every adviser and every underwriter shall 
maintain bonding or insurance, on terms acceptable 
to the Director, in an amount of not less than 
$10,000, or such larger amount as is indicated to be 
necessary by the resolution referred to in subsection 


(4). 


(4) Every person or company applying for registra- 
tion or renewal of registration as a dealer, adviser or 
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underwriter shall deliver to the Director, with the ap- 
plication, a certified copy of a resolution of its direc- 
tors stating that full consideration has been given to 
the amount of bonding or insurance necessary to 
cover insurable risks in the business of the applicant 
and that either, 


(a) the minimum amount of coverage required 
by this Regulation is sufficient; or 


(6) the minimum amount of coverage required 
by this Regulation is not sufficient but that an 
‘indicated amount of coverage would be suffi- 
cient. 


(5) No registration or renewal of registration shall 
be granted where in the opinion of the Director the 
minimum amount of bonding or insurance required 
by this Regulation or, where a larger amount is indi- 
cated in a certified copy of a resolution referred to in 
subsection (4), the amount stated in the resolution, is 
not sufficient. 


(6) The Director may exempt registrants who are 
members of the Ontario District of the Investment 
Dealers’ Association of Canada, The Toronto Stock 
Exchange or the Broker-Dealers’ Association of On- 
tario from compliance with subsection (4) where the 
Director is satisfied that the registrant is subject to re- 
quirements imposed by one of those organizations 
that provide at least equal protection for clients to 
that under subsection (4). O. Reg. 478/79, s. 95. 


97. Every registrant shall forthwith notify the Com- 
mission in writing of any change in, or claim made un- 
der, the provisions of any bond or insurance policy 
maintained pursuant to the requirements of this 
Part. O. Reg. 478/79, s. 96. 


98.—(1) Every dealer, other than a security issuer, 
shall participate in a compensation fund or contin- 
gency trust fund approved by the Commission and 
established by an organization referred to in section 
20 of the Act or a trust company registered under the 
Loan and Trust Corporations Act. 


(2) The Commission may vary the amount required 
to be contributed by any participant where in its opin- 
ion it would not be prejudicial to the public interest to 
do so, provided that the variation is published by the 
Commission in a publication published by it prior to 
the variation taking effect.

99. At the request of the Commission, a registrant 
shall enter into a subordination agreement in the form 
prescribed by the Commission.

CONDITIONS OF REGISTRATION — RECORD KEEPING 


101.—(1) Every registrant shall maintain books 
and records necessary to record properly its business 
transactions and financial affairs. 


(2) All records may be kept by means of mechani- 
cal, electronic or other devices where such method of 
record keeping is not prohibited under other applic- 
able legislation and the registrant, 


(a) takes adequate precautions, appropriate to 
the means used, to guard against the risk of 
falsification of the information recorded; and 


(6) provides a means for making the information 
available in an accurate and intelligible form 
within a reasonable time to any person law- 
fully entitled to examine the records. 


(3) Without restricting the generality of subsection 
(1), a registrant shall maintain each of the following 
books and records that, in the opinion of the Direc- 
tor, are appropriate to its business: 


1. Blotters, or other records of original entry, 
containing an itemized daily record of all pur- 
chases and sales of securities, all receipts and 
deliveries of securities, including certificate 
numbers, all receipts and disbursements of 
cash, all other debits and credits, the account 
for which each transaction was effected, the 
name of the securities, the class or designa- 
tion of the securities, the number or value of 
the securities, the unit and aggregate pur- 
chase or sale price, if any, the trade date and 
the name or other designation of the person 
from whom the securities were purchased 
or received or to whom they were sold or 
delivered. 


2. Ledgers or other records maintained in detail 
reflecting all the assets and liabilities, income 
and expense and capital accounts. 


3. Ledger accounts or other records itemizing 
separately for each cash and margin account 
of every client, all purchases, sales, receipts, 
and deliveries of securities and commodities 
for the account and all other debits and 
credits to the account. 


4. Ledgers or other records reflecting, 
i. securities in transfer, 
ii. dividends and interest received, 
lii. securities borrowed and securities loaned, 
iv. moneys borrowed and moneys loaned, to- 
gether with a record of the collateral 


therefor and any substitutions in the 
collateral, and 
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v. securities which the registrant has failed 
to receive and failed to deliver. 


5. A securities record or ledger showing sepa- 


rately for each security as of the trade date or 
settlement date all long and short positions, 
including securities in safekeeping, carried 
for the registrant’s account or for the account 
of clients, the location of all securities long 
and the position offsetting securities sold 
short and, in all cases, the name or designa- 
tion of the account in which each position is 
carried. 


. An adequate record of each order and of any 
other instruction, which may be a copy of the 
order or instruction, given or received for the 
purchase or sale of securities, whether exe- 
cuted or unexecuted, showing, 


i. the terms and conditions of the order or 
instruction and of any modification or 
cancellation of the order or instruction, 


ii. the account to which the order or instruc- 
tion relates, 


iii. where the order or instruction is placed by 
an individual other than, 


A. the person in whose name the account 
is operated, or 


B. an individual duly authorized to place 
orders or instructions on behalf of a 
customer that is a company, 


the name, sales number or designation of 
the individual placing the order or instruc- 
tion, 


iv. the time of the entry of the order or in- 
struction, and, where the order is entered 
pursuant to the exercise of discretionary 
power of a registrant or any employee of a 
registrant, a statement to that effect, 


v. the price at which the order or instruction 
was executed, and 


vi. to the extent feasible, the time of execu- 
tion or cancellation. 


. Copies of confirmations or other records of 
all purchases and sales of securities required 
by section 35 of the Act and copies of notices 
of all other debits and credits of securities, 
cash and other items for the accounts of 
clients. 


. Subject to subsection 102 (4) a client record in 
respect of each cash and margin account con- 
taining, 
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i. the name and address of the beneficial 
owner and the guarantor, if any, of the ac- 
count, 


ii. where trading instructions are accepted 
from a person or company other than the 
client, written authorization or ratification 
from the client naming the person or com- 
pany, and 


ili. in the case of a margin account a properly 
executed margin agreement containing 
the signature of the owner and the guar- 
antor, if any, and the additional informa- 
tion obtained pursuant to the require- 
ments of sections 102 and 103, 


but, in the case of a joint account or an ac- 
count of a corporation, such records are re- 
quired only in respect of the person or per- 
sons authorized to transact business for the 
account. 


. A record of all puts, calls, spreads, straddles 


and other options in which the registrant has 
any direct or indirect interest or which the 
registrant has granted or guaranteed, con- 
taining at least an identification of the secu- 
rity and the underlying security and the num- 
ber of underlying securities to which the put, 
call, spread, straddle or other option relates. 


A record of the proof of money balances of 
all ledger accounts in the form of trial bal- 
ances and a record of a reasonable calculation 
of minimum free capital, adjusted liabilities 
and capital required, prepared for each 
month within a reasonable time after the 
month. 


(4) Unless otherwise required by applicable legisla- 
tion to be maintained for a longer period of time, 


(a) 


(b) 


records relating to unexecuted orders or in- 
structions as prescribed in paragraph 6 of sub- 
section (3) and confirmations prescribed in 
paragraph 7 of the said subsection (3), shall be 
maintained for a period of at least two years; 
and 


documents relating to executed orders or in- 
structions as prescribed in paragraph 6 of sub- 
section (3), shall be maintained for a period of 
at least five years and shall be retained in a 
readily accessible location for the first two 
years of that five year period. 


(5) Subject to subsection (6), every registrant shall 
maintain the situs of its books and records in Ontario. 


(6) Where the head office of the registrant is not in 
Ontario, the registrant shall maintain in Ontario such 
books and records as are necessary to record properly 
its business transactions and financial affairs in 


Ontario.

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CONDITIONS OF REGISTRATION—NEW ACCOUNTS 
AND SUPERVISION 


102.—(1) Every registered dealer and adviser shall 


establish procedures for dealing with its clients that 


conform with prudent business practice and that en- 
able it to service its clients adequately and shall take 
whatever steps are necessary or appropriate to super- 
vise such procedures properly. 


(2) Brokers and investment dealers may comply 


-with this section by following the guidelines published 


from time to time by The Toronto Stock Exchange 


_and the Investment Dealers’ Association of Canada, 


if the guidelines are submitted to the Commission be- 
fore they are to take effect, and the Commission does 
not object to them. 


(3) The procedures referred to in subsection (1) shall 
be in writing and designate a partner or director or, in 
the case of a branch office, a manager reporting di- 
rectly to the designated partner or director, who shall 
be responsible for approving the opening of new ac- 
counts and the supervision of trades made for or to 
that client. 


(4) For the purposes of subsection (1), but without 
limiting the requirements of that subsection and sub- 
ject to subsection (7), each dealer, investment counsel 
and portfolio manager shall make such enquiries as, 


(a) will enable it to establish the identity and, 
where applicable, the credit worthiness of 
each client, and the reputation of the client if 
information known to the dealer, investment 
counsel or portfolio manager, causes doubt as 
to whether the client is of good reputation; 
and 


(b) subject to subsection (5), are appropriate in 
view of the nature of the client’s investment 
and of the type of transaction being effected 
for its account, as to the general investment 
needs and objectives of each client and the 
suitability of a proposed purchase or sale for 
that client. 


(5) Clause (4) (6) does not apply to a-dealer who 
executes a trade on the instructions of an investment 
counsel, portfolio manager, another dealer, a bank to 
which the Bank Act (Canada) applies, a loan corpora- 
tion or trust company registered under the Loan and 
Trust Corporations Act, or an insurance company 
licensed under the Insurance Act. 


(6) For the purposes of complying with the require- 
ments of this section as to obtaining appropriate in- 
formation concerning new clients, use of a form in ac- 
cordance with the published requirements of the 
Commission in a publication published by it is suffi- 
cient, but other forms or procedures may be used 
where they are more appropriate. 


(7) Notwithstanding subsections (1) and (3), where 
an account is opened and traded by an investment 
counsel or portfolio manager on behalf of a client or 
clients, 


(a) where the investment counsel or portfolio 
manager executes orders in its own name or 
identifies its client or clients by means of a 
code or symbols the dealer must satisfy itself 
as to the credit worthiness of the investment 
counsel or portfolio manager but shall not 
otherwise have any responsibility for the suit- 
ability of any trade for the client or clients of 
the investment counsel or portfolio manager; 
and 


(5) where the investment counsel or portfolio 
manager executes orders in the name of its 
client with no agreement that payment of the 
account is guaranteed by the investment 
counsel or portfolio manager the dealer shall, 


(i) obtain full information concerning the 
client with a view to determining the 
credit worthiness of the client, or 


(ii) obtain a letter of undertaking from the in- 
vestment counsel or portfolio manager 
and the letter shall refer to the familiarity 
of the investment counsel or portfolio 
manager with applicable rules of account 
supervision and the letter shall contain a 
covenant to make the investigation con- 
templated by such rules and to advise, 
where known, if the client is an insider or 
an employee, director or officer of a com- 
pany or a partner in a firm engaged in the 
securities business, 


but the dealer shall not have responsibility for 
determining the suitability of any trade for 
the client. O. Reg. 478/79, s. 101. - 


103.—(1) Every investment counsel shall maintain 
standards directed to ensuring fairness in the alloca- 
tion of investment opportunities among his clients 
and a copy of the policies established shall be fur- 
nished to each client and filed with the Commission. 


(2) Every investment counsel shall charge his 
clients directly for his services and such charge may 
be based upon the dollar value of the client’s portfo- 
lio, but not on the value or volume of the transactions 
initiated for the client and, except with the written 
agreement of the client, shall not be contingent upon 
profits or performance. 


(3) Subject to subsection (4), every investment 
counsel shall ensure that, 


(a) the account of each client is supervised sepa- 
rate and distinct from other clients; and 


(b) except in the case of mutual or pension funds, 
an order placed on behalf of one account is 
not pooled with that of another account. 
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(4) A portfolio manager shall ensure that the ac- 
count of each client is supervised, separate and dis- 
tinct from other clients but, subject to the by-laws of 
The Toronto Stock Exchange with respect to commis- 
sion rate structure, an order placed on behalf of one 
account may be pooled with that of another account. 


(5) Where there has been a material change in the 
ownership or control of the investment counsel or 
where it is proposed that an investment counsel sell or 
assign the account of a client in whole or in part to an- 
other registrant, the investment counsel shall, prior to 
such sale or assignment and immediately after such 
material change, give a written explanation to the 
client of the proposal or change and he shall inform 
the client of the client’s right to withdraw his account. 


(6) No purchase or sale of any security in which an 
investment counsel or any partner, officer or associ- 
ate of an investment counsel has a direct or indirect 
beneficial interest shall be made from or to any port- 
folio managed or supervised by the investment 
counsel. O. Reg. 478/79, s. 102. 


CONDITIONS OF REGISTRATION — SEGREGATION OF 
FUNDS AND SECURITIES 


104.—(1) Securities that are held by a registrant for 
a client pursuant to a written safekeeping agreement 
and that are unencumbered shall be kept apart from 
all other securities and be identified as being held in 
safekeeping for a client in the registrant’s security 
position record, client’s ledger and statement of 
account. 


(2) Securities held under subsection (1) may be 
released only on an instruction from the client and not 
solely because the client has become indebted to the 
registrant. O. Reg. 478/79, s. 103. 


105.—(1) Securities held by a registrant for a client 
that are unencumbered and that are either fully paid 
for or are excess margin securities but that are not 
reld pursuant to a written safekeeping agreement 
shall be, 


(a) segregated and identified as being held in trust 
for the client; and 


(6) described as being held in segregation on the 
registrant’s security position record, client’s 
ledger and statement of account. O. Reg.

(2) Segregated securities may be used by the regis- 
trant, by sale or loan, whenever a client becomes in- 
debted to a registrant but only to the extent reason- 
ably necessary to cover the indebtedness. 


(3) Bulk segregation of securities described in sub- 
section (1) is permissible. O. Reg. 478/79, s. 104 
(2, a), 


106. Clients’ free credit balances, where satisfac- 
tory arrangements concerning bonding or insurance 


have not been made and approved by the Commis- 
sion, shall be deposited in a client’s trust account and 
properly identified forthwith upon their receipt by the 
registrant. O. Reg. 478/79, s. 105. 


107. Subscriptions or prepayments held pending in- 
vestment by mutual fund dealers, securities advisers 
or investment counsel shall be segregated in a trust 
account and not commingled with the assets of the 
dealer, adviser or counsel. O. Reg. 478/79, s. 106. 


108. The Director may exempt registrants who are 
members of the Ontario District of the Investment 
Dealers’ Association of Canada or The Toronto 
Stock Exchange from compliance with sections 104 to 
107 where the Director is satisfied that the registrant 
is subject to requirements imposed by one or both of 
those organizations that provide protection for clients 
at least equal to that under the said sections 104 to

CONDITIONS OF REGISTRATION — STATEMENTS OF 
ACCOUNT AND PORTFOLIO 


109.—(1) Subject to subsection (5), a dealer shall 
send a statement of account to each client at the end 
of each month in which the client has effected a trans- 
action, where there is a debit or credit balance or 
securities held. 


(2) Subject to subsection (5), where a client has not 
effected a transaction but there are either funds or se- 
curities held by the dealer on a continuing basis, the 
dealer shall forward a statement of account to the 
client showing any debit or credit balance and the de- 
tails of any securities held or owned not less than once 
every three months. 


(3) The Director may vary subsections (1) and (2) as 
they apply to any dealer. 


(4) The statements required by subsections (1) and (2) 
must list the securities held for the client and indicate 
clearly which securities are held for safekeeping or in 
segregation. 


(5) A mutual fund dealer is not required to comply 
with subsections (1) and (2), where a statement of account 
is sent to each client not less frequently than once every 
twelve months, showing the number and market value 
at the date of purchase or redemption, of securities 
purchased or redeemed during the period since the date 
of the last statement sent under this subsection and 
showing the total market value of all securities of the 
mutual fund held by the client at the date of the state- 
ment. 


(6) Except where the client has expressly directed 
otherwise, every portfolio manager shall send to each 
client not less than once every three months, a state- 
ment of the portfolio of such client under his manage- 
ment. O. Reg. 478/79, s. 108. 
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CONDITIONS OF REGISTRATION — PROFICIENCY 
REQUIREMENTS 


110.—(1) Subject to subsection (2), no individual 
shall be granted registration as a salesman of a regis- 
tered dealer unless the individual has been registered 
previously as a dealer or a partner or officer of a 
dealer or has successfully completed the Canadian Se- 
curities Course. 


(2) Notwithstanding subsection (1), an individual 
may be granted registration as a salesman of a regis- 
tered mutual fund dealer if the individual has success- 
fully completed the Canadian Investment Funds 
Course. 


(3) In addition to the requirements of subsection (1), 
no individual shall be granted registration as a sales- 
man with a broker or investment dealer unless he has 
been registered previously as a salesman or he has 
successfully completed the Registered Representa- 
tives Examination. 


(4) No individual shall be granted registration as a 
securities adviser or as a partner or Officer of a regis- 
tered securities adviser unless the individual has suc- 
cessfully completed the Canadian Securities Course 
and Canadian Investment Finance Course and has 
established to the satisfaction of the Director that he 
has performed research involving the financial analy- 
sis of investments for at least five years under the 
supervision of an adviser. 


(5) No individual shall be granted registration as an 
investment counsel or as a partner or officer of a reg- 
istered investment counsel unless the individual has 
successfully completed the Canadian Securities 
Course, the Canadian Investment Finance Course 
and the first year of the Chartered Financial Analysts 
Course, and has been employed for at least five years 
performing research involving the financial analysis of 
investments with at least three of those years under 
the supervision of an adviser having the responsibility 
for the management or supervision of investment 
portfolios having an aggregate value of not less than 
$1,000,000. 


(6) No individual shall be granted registration as a 
broker, broker-dealer, investment dealer or securities 
dealer or as a partner or an officer of such dealers un- 
less the individual has successfully completed the 
Partners’, Directors’ and Senior Officers’ Qualifying 
Examination. O. Reg. 478/79, s. 109. 


111.—(1) No person, other than an individual, or 
company shall be granted registration as a partner or 
officer of a registered securities adviser unless the 
person or an individual employed by the person or 
company and responsible for discharging the obliga- 
tions of the person or company as a partner or officer 
of the adviser has successfully completed the Cana- 
dian Securities Course and the Canadian Investment 
Finance Course and has established to the satisfaction 
of the Director that he has performed research in- 


volving the financial analysis of investments for at 
least five years under the supervision of an adviser. 


(2) No person, other than an individual, or com- 
pany shall be granted registration as a partner or offi- 
cer of a registered investment counsel unless the per- 
son or an individual employed by the person or 
company and responsible for discharging the obliga- 
tions of the person or company as a partner or officer 
of the investment counsel has successfully completed 
the Canadian Securities Course, the Canadian Invest- 
ment Finance Course and the first year of the Char- 
tered Financial Analysts Course and has been em- 
ployed for at least five years performing research 
involving the financial analysis of investments with at 
least three of those years under the supervision of an 
adviser having the responsibility for the management 
or supervision of investment portfolios having an ag- 
gregate value of not less than $1,000,000. 


(3) No person, other than an individual, or com- 
pany shall be granted registration as a broker, bro- 
ker-dealer, investment dealer or securities dealer, or 
as a partner or officer of the dealer unless the person 
or an individual employed by the person or company 
and responsible for discharging the obligations of the 
person or company as a partner or officer of the regis- 
tered dealer has successfully completed the Partners’, 
Directors’ and Senior Officers’ Qualifying Examina- 
tion. O. Reg. 478/79, s. 110. 


112. Notwithstanding sections 110 and 111, where 
the Director is satisfied that a person or company has 
the educational qualifications and experience that are 
equivalent to what is required in those sections, the 
Director may, subject to such terms and conditions as 
he may impose, exempt the person or company from 
such sections. O. Reg. 478/79, s. 111. 


113.—(1) Subjects to subsection (2), no individual 
shall be granted registration or renewal of registration 
as a salesman unless he is employed full time as a 
salesman.

mutual fund dealer, the area in which the 
individual is to be employed is in the opinion of 
the Director so remote and sparsely populated 
that full-time employment as a salesman is not 
economically feasible;

(10) There may be omitted from the information 
circular any information contained in any other infor- 
mation circular, notice of meeting or form of proxy 
sent to the persons or companies whose proxies were 
solicited in connection with the same meeting if refer- 
ence is made to the particular document containing 
the information.

In practice, modifications of the direct ratio method are 
commonly employed.

Still 
more modifications other than those now in use, might be 


expected in years to come. 


The number of modifications and their development suggests 
that no one method is "right" for all classes of business 

at all times. Therefore, the direct ratio method is suggested 
here as a common point of comparison only and its use as 

such is not intended to imply a recommendation of the method 


for any purpose other than as a point of comparison.

Therefore, on the basis of a 
12-month contract acquired on the first day of the month, the 
amounts of income taken up each month in the example closely 
approximate the related percentage figures when the direct

2. Where an application for a loan under the Act is approved by the council and the inspector has filed 
with the clerk an inspection and completion certificate, the council may include a sum, not exceeding the 
amount applied for or 90 per cent of the total cost of the works or building repairs with respect to which the 
loan is made or such other maximum amount as is prescribed by the regulations under the Act, whichever is 
the lesser, in a debenture payable to the Treasurer of Ontario in accordance with the Act, and may approve of 
the Corporation lending the said sum to the applicant. 


3. A special annual rate shall be imposed, levied and collected over and above all other rates upon the 
land in respect of which the money is borrowed, sufficient for the payment of the principal and interest as 
provided by the Act.

1. An application for probate, administration or 
guardianship shall be made by the filing of the 
prescribed form of application.

2. No probate or letters of administration with the 
will annexed shall issue until after the lapse of seven 
days from the death of the testator, and no letters 
of administration shall issue until after the lapse 
of fourteen days from the death of the intestate 
unless in either case, the judge otherwise directs.

3. Where two or more competing applications for 
a grant are made, the judge shall determine upon 
a summary application which prevails. O. Reg.

PROBATE 


4. On an application for probate or for adminis- 
tration with the will annexed, the due execution 
of the will and of every codicil thereto shall be 
proved by affidavit of one of the subscribing 
witnesses, made in the prescribed form and made 
either prior to or after the death of the testator, 
but if an affidavit cannot be obtained from either 
of them, the due execution of the will may be 
established by other evidence.

(S) Where a mentally incompetent person or a 
person who has been declared incapable under 
section 39 of the Mental Incompetency Act, or an 
absentee is concerned, contingently or otherwise, 
notice shall be given to his committee. 


(6) Where there is no committee of such person 
notice shall be given to the Public Trustee who 
shall be informed of the name and interest and the 
last known address of such person and there shall 
also be served upon the Public Trustee a copy of the 
petition, the inventories and accounts duly verified 
by affidavits and a copy of the letters probate of 
the last will and testament of the deceased.

trar shall prepare the necessary papers to lead to 
grant, including where applicable all papers and 
proofs required by The Succession Duty Act, being 
chapter 449 of the Revised Statutes of Ontario, 1970, 
and the bond, if any, and administer the necessary 
oaths; and the total amount to be charged to the appli- 
cant for all the proceedings and services shall be $2 
and the tariff of fees prescribed to be paid to the regis- 
trar, the judge and to the Crown shall be varied 
accordingly.

AFFIDAVITS 


84. Any solicitor may take any affidavit in 
connection with any of his non-contentious business 
in surrogate court matters, including all affidavits 
required for obtaining the grant of letters of ad- 
ministration or probate or guardianship.

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1,800-ACRE SECTIONAL SYSTEM 
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Regular lots are 25.25 chains in width and 59.50 chains in depth. Usually road allowances one chain 


wide made between each alternate concession and between each sixth lot and along the township 
boundaries. 
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Heavy lines (—) indicate lines surveyed. 
Squares (§) show corners usually established but not always posted. 
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Regular lots are 25.25 chains wide and 39.60 chains deep. Road allowances one chain between 
each alternate concession and every sixth lot and along the township boundaries.

Note: In each of the sectional systems illustrated in (i), (11), (i11) and (iv), the road allowances between

employment after his service outside 
Ontario or, if he does not return to service 
in Ontario following his period of employ- 
ment outside Ontario, then on the rate of 
salary received during his last year of

under the Theatres Act 


GENERAL 
INTERPRETATION 
1. In this Regulation, 


(a) “‘Class A fire door’’ means a hollow metal, 
metal-clad, sheet metal, steel or three-ply 
tin-clad door approved by the Director for 
installation in openings in fire walls; 


(b) “Class B fire door’ means a hollow metal, 
metal-clad, sheet metal, steel or two-ply 
tin-clad door approved by the Director for 
installation in stairways and vertical com- 
munication ways and openings leading 
thereto, except in fire walls; 


(c) “‘film-exchange premises’’ means premises 
occupied by, and under the control of, a 
person operating the business of a film 
exchange; 


(d) ‘“‘newsreel’”’ means a film of one reel in length 
giving news of recent events and items of 
public interest ; 


(e) “reel” means 2,000 feet or less in length of 
standard film or 16-millimetre cinemato- 
graphic film or 400 feet or less in length of 8- 
millimetre cinematographic film; 


(f) “silent film subject” means a subject not 
adapted for the reproduction of synchronized 
dialogue, music or any other sound effects; 


(g) “sound film subject” means a_ subject 
adapted for the reproduction of synchronized 
dialogue, music or any other sound effects; 


(h) “trailer” means a film used only for advertis- 
ing purposes. R.R.O. 1970, Reg. 811, s. 1; 
O. Reg. 698/75, s. 1. 


EXEMPTIONS 


2.—(1) All projection equipment except pro- 
jection equipment designed for standard film, owned 
and operated by, 


(a) a church, school, hospital or charitable 
organization ; or 


(5) an industrial organization for advertising 
or instructional purposes, 


is exempt from the provisions of the Act and this Reg- 
ulation. 


(2) Film exhibited over any medium licensed by 
the Canadian Radio and Television Commission is 
exempt from the requirements of the Act and this 
Regulation. 


(3) A film exchange that is not in the business of 
renting, leasing, selling or distributing film for pur- 
poses of exhibition is exempt from the requirements of 
the Act and this Regulation. O. Reg. 698/75, s. 2. 


BUILDING PLANS 


3.—{1) The plans to be submitted to the Director 
under section 50 of the Act shall be in duplicate and 
drawn to a scale of not less than one-eighth of an inch 
to the foot. 


(2) The plans shall consist of, 


(a) a plot plan showing the location of the 
building and the means of egress to public 
streets, lanes or highways; 


(0) a floor plan for each floor of the theatre or 
premises ; and 


(c) elevation plans of longitudinal sections and 
latitudinal sections. 


(3) Subject to subsection (4), the plans shall be pre- 
pared and certified by a registered member of the On- 
tario Association of Architects or the Association of 
Professional Engineers of the Province of Ontario. 


(4) Subject to the Architects Act and the Profes- 
sional Engineers Act, where the proposed alterations 
to a building are, in the opinion of the Director, of a 
minor nature, he may accept plans prepared and cer- 
tified by a person who is not a registered member of ei- 
ther of the associations named in subsection (3). 


(5) Specifications of construction prepared and 
certified in the same manner as the plans shall be 
submitted with the plans.

CONSTRUCTION OR ALTERATION OF BUILDINGS 


4. Construction or alteration of a theatre or of 
film-exchange premises shall be supervised by, 
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(a) a registered member of either of the associa- 
tions named in subsection 3 (3); or 


(6) when so authorized by the Director, by a 
building inspector of a municipality in which 
there is a building by-law. R.R.O. 1970, 
Reg. 811, s. 4. 


5.—(1) Every outside wall of a theatre shall be of 
brick, tile, concrete, stone or other fire resistive 
construction. 


(2) The roof and roof supports of a theatre shall be 
of fire resistive construction. 


(3) All floors in a theatre shall be of concrete, steel 
or other fire resistive construction throughout. 


(4) Every ceiling of a theatre shall be of, 


(a) expanded-metal lath, or gypsum lath, 
covered with fire resistive plaster; or 


(b) any other fire resistive material approved 
by the Director. 


(5) All partitions forming lobbies, foyers, vesti- 
bules, stages and exits of a theatre shall be of fire 
resistive construction. 


(6) Partitions other than those specified in subsec- 
tion (5), when errected on a concrete floor, may be of 
wood studding where, 


(a) the studding is lathed on both sides with 
expanded-metal lath or gypsum lath; 


(6) the lath is plastered; and 


(c) the plaster runs from floor to ceiling and 
behind all trim. 


(7) Entrance doors toa theatre may be constructed 
of wood or glass, or both. 


(8) Every door ina theatre, other than an entrance 
door, opening from lobbies, foyers, stages and emer- 
gency exit passages shall be a Class A or Class B 
fire door according to the location of the door. 


(9) Every fire door installed under subsection (8) 
shall be in a metal-clad frame and equipped with a 
self-closing device approved by the Director. 


(10) This section does not apply to Class D theatres.

ENTRANCE, LOBBY, STAIRWAYS AND EXITS 
6.—(1) The entrance doors of a theatre shall 
provide not less than ten feet clear width when fully 


opened. 


(2) The lobby shall be, 
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(a) not less than ten feet wide and ten feet deep; 


and 
(b) kept unobstructed. R.R.O. 1970, Reg. 
811,s. 6. 


(3) Subject to subsection (4), where a theatre is con- 
structed or substantially altered after the 1st day of 
September, 1975, access to each auditorium in the the- 
atre shall be provided by, 


(a) an entrance of at least 10 feet clear width 
when fully opened; or 


(b) at least two entrances each with a minimum 
of five feet clear width when fully opened. 


(4) The Director may approve for theatres, with a 
capacity of 500 persons or less, a deviation from the 
requirements set out in subsection (3) where in his 
opinion the deviation would not constitute a threat to 
public safety.

7.—(1) Every stairway shall be, 


(a) of concrete, steel or other fire resistive con- 
struction; and 


(o) without winders. 


(2) The corner of every turn landing on a stairway 
shall be rounded to a radius of not less than eighteen 
inches. 


(3) Every stairway intended for use by the public 
shall be, 


(a) not less than 3 feet 6 inches clear width; and 


(b) equipped with continuous handrails on each 
side. R.R.O. 1970, Reg. 811, s. 7. 


8.—(1) In every theatre there shall be not fewer 
than two emergency exits from the auditorium. 


(2) Fo: each floor having a seating capacity of not 
more than 750, each exit shall not be less than five feet 
clear width. 


(3) Where a floor has seating capacity of more than 
750, an additional exit of not less than five feet clear 
width shall be provided for each additional 300 seats 
or part thereof. 


(4) Where a balcony in a theatre auditorium has 
a seating capacity of more than 300, an additional 
emergency exit of not less than five clear feet in width 
from the balcony shall be provided for each additional 
200 seats or part thereof. 


(S) Each exit shall be indicated by an illuminated 
sign displaying the word “‘exit”’ in letters not less than 
four inches high. 


(6) The illuminated sign shall be so located that the 
word ‘‘exit’’ thereon is clearly seen from every part of 
the auditorium. 
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(7) Every exit shall open to, or lead to, a public 
street, highway or lane or to an unobstructed private 
lane or passageway that opens to a public street or 
highway. 


(8) Every private lane or passageway referred to in 
subsection (7) shall be, 


(a) not less than six feet wide; 
(0) well lighted; and 


(c) kept unobstructed at all times that the 
public is in the theatre. 


(9) Where the sill of an exit is not on the grade 
level of tlie street, highway, lane or passageway, there 
shall be a fire escape, stairway or ramp leading down 
from the sill. 


(10) Aramp shall have a gradient not greater than 
1 in 6. 


(11) Every fire escape shall be, 
(a) of metal; 
(b) solidly constructed ; 


(c) continuous from exit to ground; and 


(d) maintained in good condition by weather- 
resistant paint.

16.—(1) All grids and fly galleries of the stage of a 
theatre shall be constructed of fire resistive materials.

(2) Each toilet room .hall contain one toilet bowl 
and one washbasin. 


(3) There shall be at least one toilet room for use 
by men and one for use by women, and they shall be 
conspicuously marked accordingly. R.R.O. 1970, 
Reg.

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21.—(1) Every Class A or Class B theatre shall 
have, for use by the artists, dressing rooms, 


(a) of fire resistive construction; 
(b) well lighted; 
(c) ventilated to the open air; 


(ad) equipped with washbasins furnished with

(e) of dimensions approved by the Director. 


(2) Where it is intended to exhibit shows or theatri- 
cal performances in a theatre, there shall be at least 
two dressing rooms.

22.—{1) Movable scenery shall not be used in a the- 
atre unless the theatre has a fire wall, 


(a) of brick, concrete or other equally fire resis- 
tive material; 


(b) not less than fourteen inches thick ; 


(c) extending not less than four feet above the 
roof of the auditorium or the stage, which- 
ever is the lower; and 


(d) so constructed that it, including any fire 
doors in it, separates the auditorium com- 
pletely from the stage, except for the pro- 
scenium opening. 


(2) The proscenium opening shall be provided 
with a protective curtain, 


(a) of fire resistive construction; 


(b) extending not less than twelve inches beyond 
the top and each side of the opening; and

24.—(1) Each theatre, other than a Class D 
theatre, shall be provided with lighting equipment for 
the aisles, corridors, stairways, emergency exits and 
passageways on a circuit separate from that providing 
the lighting of the auditorium, lobby, foyer, rest rooms 
or stage area.

(2) Where any of the campsites made available in a 
camping establishment are serviced with individual 
sewer hookups, the operator shall provide, in addition 
to the requirements set out in subsection (1), at least 
one washbasin and one flush toilet or privy for each 
sex for each 100 campsites or a part thereof so ser- 
viced.

(2) Any advertising matter that advertises rates 
for accommodation shall state precisely what the 
rates include and the amount of any extra charges 
for facilities and services. 


(3) Where advertising matter advertises rates for 
accommodation in a tourist establishment and the 
operator requires that a prospective guest pay a 
deposit when he reserves accommodation, the 
advertising matter shall set out precisely the con- 
ditions on which such deposit may be forfeited or 
refunded. 


(4) No advertising matter or sign shall contain 
the words “modern conveniences’ or any other 
words or expressions that imply the tourist establish- 
ment 1s equipped with what are commonly known as 
“modern conveniences’ unless the tourist establish- 
ment, 


(a) 1s adequately equipped with electric 
lighting ; 


(b) has available on the premises for the use 
of guests local and long distance telephone 
service, where such service 1s available; 


(c) is equipped with flush toilets and bathtubs 
or showers; and 


(d) has available at all times in washrooms used 
by guests a supply of hot and cold water 
furnished through pipes and taps. O. Reg.

(5) No advertising matter or sign shall contain the 
words “air-conditioned” or “colour T.V.” or “restaur- 
ant” unless the tourist establishment,

(c) provides breakfast, lunch and dinner service 
during normal and reasonable hours while the 
establishment is operated.

PART I 
TRAINING SCHOOLS 


2. The Area Administrator shall ensure that every 
ward is provided with adequate clothing and, where 
necessary, with a reasonable allowance for travelling 
expenses.

3. Where wardship is terminated, the Area 
Administrator shall notify, in writing, the ward and a 
parent or guardian of the ward.

(2) A private training school may at any time during 
the fiscal year after the estimate has been approved by 
an Area Administrator, submit an amendment to the 
estimate for the year and such amendment shall be 
subject to the approval of the Area Administrator. 


(3) The estimate referred to in subsection (1) and the 
amendment referred to in subsection (2) shall be 
approved in writing by the society prior to submission 
to an Area Administrator and the board’s written 
approval shall accompany the estimate or amendment 
submitted. 


(4) The Area Administrator may approve the 
amount of any estimate or amendment thereto, as the 
case may be, as submitted under subsection (1) or (2) 
or he may vary the amount of the estimate or the 
amendment and approve the amount as so varied.

TERMS AND CONDITIONS OF REGISTRATION

(2) Every individual registered as a travel agent 
and travel wholesaler shall be a bona fide resident of 
Canada.

(3) A registered travel wholesaler or a registered 
travel agent shall not operate a branch office unless 
such branch office is authorized by the registration. 


(4) Every person registered as a travel whole- 
saler or as a travel agent in Ontario shall carry on 
his business from a permanent place of business 
that is not a dwelling and which is open to the 
public during normal business hours. 


(5) A registered travel wholesaler or a registered 
travel agent shall not carry on business in a name 
other than the name in which he is registered, 
which name shall not indicate sponsorship, approval, 
status or affiliation which he does not have. 


(6) Every registered travel wholesaler or regis- 
tered travel agent shall prominently display his 
certificate of registration at the office for which it 
is issued. 


(7) Where the registration of a travel wholesaler 
or travel agent is revoked, suspended, cancelled or 
where he voluntarily goes out of business, the travel 
wholesaler or ‘travel agent shall forthwith return to 
the Registrar by registered mail his certificate of 
registration. 
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(8) A registered travel wholesaler or registered 
travel agent shall not knowingly carry on business 
in Ontario with a travel agent or travel wholesaler 
who is not registered.

TERMS OF COMPENSATION FUND 


INTERPRETATION 


1. In this Schedule, 


(a) “approved securities” means investments 
in which a trust company may invest 
moneys received by it for guaranteed 
investment under section 181 of the 
Loan and Trust Corporations Act; 


(>) “‘Board” means the Board of Trustees as 
appointed under section 5 of this Schedule; 


(c) “default” of or by a participant means 
a failure by such participant to meet any 
liability or obligation of such participant 
pursuant to this Schedule; 
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(d) ‘‘direction of the Board’”’ means a copy of 
a resolution of the Board duly certified 
by its Chairman or Secretary ; 


(e) “fund” means the compensation fund con- 
tinued under section 8 of this Schedule; 


(f) “‘participant’’ means any travel agent or 
travel wholesaler who is a subscriber to 
the fund with the approval of the Regis- 
trar; 


(g) “Tribunal” means The Commercial Regis- 
tration Appeal Tribunal under the Ministry 
of Consumer and Commercial Relations Act; 


(h) “Trustee” includes any successor Trustee 
appointed under subsection 18 (7) of this 
Schedule. 


2. Except as provided in the regulations, where 
there is a reference in this Schedule to the exercise of a 
discretion by the Trustee, the Board or the Director, as 
the case may be, such exercise shall be sole, absolute 
and uncontrolled, and in no circumstances shall any 
such exercise be subject to any right in respect thereof 
of any person for any reason whatsoever. 


ELIGIBLE PARTICIPANTS 


3. The following are eligible to participate in the 
fund: 


1. Any travel agent who is registered or 
entitled to be registered under the Act. 


2. Any travel wholesaler who is registered 
or entitled to be registered under the Act 
and who is not exempt from participation 
by the regulations. 


BOARD OF TRUSTEES 


4. Except for the duties and responsibilities of 
the Trustee and the Director pursuant to this 
Schedule, the affairs of the fund shall be managed 
by a Board of Trustees. 


5. A Board shall be appointed by the Lieutenant 
Governor in Council and shall be composed of not 
more than nine members and not less than five mem- 
bers as the Lieutenant Governor in Council may from 
time to time determine and the Lieutenant Governor in 
Council shall designate one of the members appointed 
to the Board to act as Chairman and another member 
to act as Vice-Chairman. 


6. A member of the Board shall be disqualified 
from participating in any deliberation or decision 
of the Board with respect to any claim, by a client 
of a participant or a participant, made under 
section 15 of this Schedule where the member is 
the participant or an officer or director of the 
participant. 
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7.—(1) A majority of the Board constitutes a 
quorum. 


(2) The Board may pass by-laws with respect to 
the conduct of its business. 


(3) The 
minutes. 


Board shall record its meetings by 


(4) Except as provided in subsection (5), any ref- 
erence to Board in this Schedule shall be deemed to be 
a reference to a Board appointed under section 5 of this 
Schedule. 


(5) A member of the Board appointed under section 
5 of this Schedule shall be entitled to compensation for 
so acting in an amount to be determined by the 
Lieutenant Governor in Council and all members of 
the Board appointed under section 5 of this Schedule 
shall be entitled to be paid reasonable expenses for 
attending meetings of the Board. 


8. The fund established under section 4.01 of 
Schedule A to Form 11 of Ontario Regulation 367/75 
and continued by the immediate predecessor of this 
section, as made by section 3 of Ontario Regulation 
491/76, is continued. 


9. The situs of the fund shall be at all times 
in the Province of Ontario and the property and 
interest comprising such fund shall at all times 
be held by the Trustee from time to time in the 
Province of Ontario. 


PAYMENTS FROM PARTICIPANTS 


10. The corpus of the fund shall be composed 
of the payments of the participants contributed in 
the manner set out in section 11 of this Schedule. 


11. Each participant on behalf of himself and for 
each branch office he maintains shall make a minimum 
initial payment to the fund of one thousand dollars with 
additional payments to be made to the fund as follows: 


1. Each participant who is a registered travel 
agent shall make an additional half-yearly 
payment of an amount equal to three dollars 
($3.00) for every $10,000 of sales volume, 
including commissions, or for any fraction 
thereof, made during such half-year period. 


2. The half-yearly payment made under para- 
graph 1 shall be transmitted to the Trustee 
within twenty-one days of the end of the 
month for which the half-yearly payment 
is made and the end of the first half-yearly 
period shall be the 31st day of December. 


3. Each participant who is a_ registered 
travel wholesaler shall make an additional 
half yearly payment of an amount equal to 
ten dollars ($10.00) for every $10,000 of 


sales volume, including commissions, or 
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for any fraction thereof, made during such 
half year period. 


4. The half-yearly payment made under para- 
graph 3 shall be transmitted to the Trustee 
within twenty-one days of the end of the 
month for which the half-yearly payment 
is made and the end of the first half-yearly 
period shall be the 31st day of December. 


5S. Where the participant referred to in 
paragraph 1 or 3 is a public carrier, the 
sale of online or interline transportation 
shall not be included in the sales volume. 


6. When each participant has been advised 
by the Trustee that the fund has a book 
value of $1,500,000, subject to section 12 
of this Schedule, no further additional 
payment for any following half year period 
shall be made under paragraph 1 or 3. 


12. At any time when the fund is or would be 
reduced by reason of the payment or proposed 
payments by the fund to a claimant or on behalf of 
one or more of the participants or, where the 
amount of any such payment or proposed payment 
by the fund would reduce the book value of the 
fund to less than $1,000,000, each participant, 
on notice from the Trustee, shall resume or continue 
to make the additional payments provided for in 
paragraphs 1 and 3 of section 11 of this Schedule, 
until such time as the amount of such payment or 
payments from the fund are made up or the fund 
is restored to a book value of at least $1,500,000. 


13. At any time when the fund is or would 
be reduced by reason of the payment or proposed 
payments by the fund to a claimant or on behalf 
of one or more of the participants in an amount 
which the Registrar considers inappropriate and 
where the fund has not reached a book value of 
$1,000,000, each participant, on notice from the 
Trustee, shall make additional payments equal 
to the payments provided for in paragraphs 1 and 3 
of section 11 of this Schedule until such time as 
the amount of such payment or payments from the 
fund are made up. 


COMPENSATION FUND 


14.—-(1) The Trustee shall hold all money received 
by it from participants or others pursuant to this 
Schedule, including any amounts received under a 
bond or other security of a participant that has 
been forfeited and all income on any such money 
and all rights conferred under this Schedule in 
trust for the benefit of such of the holders of 
claims as the Board may from time to time in its 
discretion approve as provided in this Schedule, 
and all such money and income shall constitute the 
fund to be dealt with and distributed in accordance 
with this Schedule. 
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(2) The Trustee shall maintain a record of 
amounts received from, on behalf of or in respect 
of each participant. 


(3) All such amounts received by the Trustee 
into the fund shall be credited to a participant or 
participants and the Trustee’s decision in respect 
of such crediting shall be final. 


(4) No crediting of an amount to a participant 
shall, as such, give that participant any rights to 
that amount. 


(5) The Trustee shall keep the fund invested in 
approved securities. 


(6) The Trustee shall collect and receive all 
income from the fund and shall, after deducting 
his fees, costs, taxes, charges and expenses under sec- 
tion 20 of this Schedule, invest the balance of such 
income in accordance with the provisions of section 19 
of this Schedule. 


(7) The Trustee shall keep complete records of 
its administration of the fund on the basis of a 
fiscal year ending on the 30th day of June in each 
year. 


(8) A copy of the financial statements of the fund 
certified by the Trustee, shall be delivered to each 
member of the Board and the Registrar within 
thirty (30) days after the end of each fiscal year 
or so soon thereafter as is reasonably possible. 


(9) The statements referred to in subsection (8) 
shall include, where applicable, the following in- 
formation: 


1. The amount owing under this Schedule 
by any participant to the Trustee that 
has not been paid when due. 


2. The amount of all receipts and the source 
thereof. 


3. The amount of all payments to or on 
behalf of participants. 


4. A complete statement of all receipts and 
disbursements for claims in respect of 
each participant who was in default during 
the fiscal year. 


5. A statement of all credits and debits to 
the capital of the fund. 


6. Such other information as the Board or 
the Director may from time to time 
require. 


(10) The Trustee shall provide to the Board, 
on a quarterly basis, a statement of the assets 
of the fund at book value and fair market value 
and a statement of any acquisitions and dis- 
positions of investments during each quarter. 


CLAIMS 


15.—(1) Subject to subsection (2), the fund is 
established to stand in the place and stead of a 
participant for the payment out of the fund of 
such claims of clients of the participant that the 
participant has refused, after demand or is unable 
to pay, and which claims meet the following require- 
ments: 


1. A client who has made payment for 
travel services to a participant in Ontario 
and who has not received the travel 
services contracted for, is entitled to 
claim for a refund of moneys so paid to 
the extent only that such services are not 
so provided and after he has made a demand 
for payment from a participant which the 
participant has refused without legal justi- 
fication to pay or is unable to pay by 
reason of bankruptcy or insolvency, but a 
client is not entitled to claim for a refund 
of any money paid by him to a participant 
where the client has been provided with 
travel services or alternative travel services 
and such claim is based on the cost, value 
or quality of the travel services provided. 


2. No client shall have a claim for the refund 
of any money paid by him to a participant 
where he was informed, prior to the making 
of his payment to the participant, that the 
money paid by him was a non-refundable 
deposit or a reasonable service charge. 


3. The Board shall determine the eligibility 
and the amount of any claim made by a 
client and shall direct the Trustee to pay 
any claim, or any part thereof, that meets 
the requirements of this Schedule, and, 
subject to section 16 of this Schedule, the 
decision of the Board is final. 


4. No client of any participant shall have 
any vested or absolute right to payment 
of a claim against the Board, the Tribunal, 
the Trustee or the fund. 


(2) Where a participant who is a travel agent 
has acted in good faith and at arms’ length 
with a participant who is a travel wholesaler and 
where the participant who is a travel agent has 
passed his client’s money to the participant who is 
a travel wholesaler and has at his own expense 
reimbursed his client or arranged alternate travel 
for travel services contracted for and not pro- 
vided. to the client, on and after the 15th day of 
July, 1975, the participant who is a travel agent 
shall be entitled to claim for the refund of that 
portion of the client's moneys passed to the 
participant who is a travel wholesaler and shall 
not be entitled to claim any commission received 
or Owing on account of the services contracted for. 
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(3) Where a participant who is a travel whole- 
saler has acted in good faith and at arm’s length 
with a participant who is a travel agent and the 
travel agent has failed to pass his client’s money to 
the travel wholesaler and the travel wholesaler has, 
at his own expense, reimbursed the client or has 
provided the travel service contracted for but not 
paid for by the travel agent to the travel whole- 
saler, the travel wholesaler shall be entitled to 
claim for the refund of that portion of the client’s 
moneys received by the travel agent that the 
travel agent failed to pass to the travel wholesaler, 
but in no event shall the travel wholesaler be 
entitled to claim any portion of such moneys that 
represent commissions. 


(4) The provisions of paragraphs 3 and 4 of subsec- 
tion (1) and subsection (5) shall apply with necessary 
modifications to a claim made under subsection (2) or 


(3). 


(5) A claim for payment out of the fund may 
only be made by a claimant giving written notice 
of claim to the Registrar for transmittal to the 
Board with full particulars thereof and of any 
payment recovery in respect thereof and the 
Trustee may require as a condition precedent to 
making payment of such claim or any part thereof, 
the delivery and execution of such documents 
as the Trustee in its discretion or upon the advice 
of its Counsel considers necessary including such 
documents as are necessary for transferring to the 
Trustee the interest of the client in such claim 
so as to subrogate the Trustee to the position of the 
client against the participant. 


(6) Notwithstanding subsections (1), (2), (3), (4) and 
(5), 


(a) the maximum aggregate amount of claims 
which shall be paid in respect of any one 
participant shall not exceed the sum of 
$300 multiplied by the number of partici- 
pants ; 


(b) the Trustee may in its discretion defer 
the payment of claims in respect of any 
one participant until the Trustee is reason- 
ably satisfied all claims likely to be 
made in respect of such participant have 
been received by the Trustee; 


(c) the Trustee may in its discretion reserve 
against claims which it thinks may be 
validly made and any such reservations 
shall be the equivalent of a payment of 
such claim for the purpose of an additional 
payment to the fund under sections 12 and 
13 of this Schedule; and 


(d) the Trustee in its discretion may pay 
claims in respect of any one participant 
in one or more instalments as it sees fit. 


(7) When it appears to the Director or the 
Board that a client of a participant has been 


placed in circumstances where immediate funds and 
facilities are necessary to alleviate the suffering 
and inconvenience of the client where the client 
is outside of Canada, the Board, with the con- 
currence of the Director, may direct the Trustee 
to pay out of the fund an amount sufficient for the 
repatriation and necessary accommodation of the 
client. 7 


(8) The amount of a payment under subsection (7) 
on behalf of a participant shall be deemed to be an 
additional payment due to the Trustee by such 
participant and the Trustee shall demand payment 
from the participant forthwith. 


(9) Notwithstanding the provisions of subsection 7 
(1) of this Schedule, where a quorum of the Board is 
not available, the powers set out under subsection (7) 
may be exercised by any two (2) members of the Board 
with the concurrence of the Director or his designate in 
writing. 


HEARING BY TRIBUNAL 


16.—(1) Where the Board determines that a 
claim, or any part thereof, made under section 
15 is not eligible for payment, it shall serve notice 
of its decision on the claimant and the notice shall 
inform the claimant that he is entitled to a hearing 
by the Tribunal if he mails or delivers to the Registrar 
and the Tribunal within fifteen days after the notice 
is served on him, notice in writing requiring a 
hearing. 


(2) Where a claimant who has been served with a 
notice under subsection (1) does not require a hearing, 
the decision of the Board becomes final. 


(3) Where a claimant requires a hearing before 
the Tribunal in accordance with subsection (1), the 
Tribunal shall appoint a time for and hold the hear- 
ing and, after affording the claimant an opportunity 
to be heard, may allow the claim, or any part thereof, 
and shall direct the Trustee to pay the amount 
allowed or may refuse to allow the claim, or any 
part thereof. 


(4) The claimant who has requested the hearing 
and such other persons as the Tribunal may 
specify are parties to proceedings before the 
Tribunal under this section. 


(5) The provisions of subsection 15 (6) of this 
Schedule apply with necessary modifications to any 
disposition or decision of the Tribunal under this sec- 
tion. 


TERMINATION OF PARTICIPATION IN THE FUND 


17.—(1) A participant may withdraw from the 
fund at any time upon giving two years’ notice 
in writing to the Board, the Trustee and the 
Registrar. 
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(2) When a participant is in default in making 
any required payment to the fund, as deter- 
mined by the Registrar, or in the discharge of any 
other of its obligation under this Schedule, upon 
receiving the written direction of the Registrar 
the Trustee shall forward notice in writing of the 
default to the participant. 


(3) Where a default is not satisfied within ten 
days from the date of the notice from the Trustee 
referred to in subsection (2), the participant shall be 
deemed to be expelled from the fund. 


(4) Subsection (3) does not apply where the default 
is due to the insolvency, bankruptcy or voluntary or 
compulsory winding-up of a participant. 


(5) Upon withdrawal, or expulsion from the fund, 
the participant is not entitled to payment out of 
the fund of any amount paid to the Trustee under the 
terms of this Schedule. 


(6) A participant referred to in subsection (5) 
shall file with the Board, the Trustee and the 
Registrar such financial statements and other 
evidence as the Board and the Director may in their 
discretion require to establish that the affairs of 
the participant are settled and that there are no 
claims on the fund and that arrangements satis- 
factory to the Board and the Director have been 
made to ensure that all liabilities and obligations 
of the participant which should give rise to any 
such claim have been met and discharged. 


(7) Subject to section 15 of this Schedule, 
upon the expiration of the two years’ notice 
given under subsection (1) and with the approval of 
the Board and the Registrar, the participant shall 
cease to be a participant and his participation in the 
fund shall cease. 


THE TRUSTEE 


18.—(1) The Trustee shall be a trust company 
registered under the Loan and Trust Corporations 
Act and shall be approved by the Director and the 
fees to be charged by the Trustee for the manage- 
ment of the trust shall be approved by the Director.

(3) The Trustee may rely and shall be protected 
in acting upon any resolution, certificate, statement, 
instrument, opinion, report, notice, request, con- 
sent, letter, telegram, cablegram or other paper 
or document believed by it on reasonable grounds 
to be genuine and to have been signed, sent or 
delivered by or on behalf of the proper party or 
parties. 


(4) The Trustee may employ or retain such 
counsel, accountants, appraisers, or other experts 
or advisers as it may reasonably require for the 
purpose of discharging its duties under this Schedule 
and may act and shall be protected in acting in 
good faith on the opinion or advice of or informa- 
tion obtained from any of them and shall not be 
responsible for any misconduct on the part of any 
of them. 


(5) The Trustee may at any time resign as 
Trustee by giving ninety (90) days notice in 
writing to the Board and to the Director. 


(6) The Board or the Director may at any 
time require the removal of the Trustee on giving 
ninety (90) days notice in writing to the Trustee. 


(7) Upon the resignation or removal of the 
Trustee or where the Trustee is at any time 
unable to act, the Board, with the approval of the 
Director shall appoint as a successor Trustee, a 
Corporation authorized to do business in Ontario 
as a, trust company under the Loan and Trust 
Corporations Act who, upon acceptance of such 
appointment, shall, subject to subsection (8), have 
vested in it without further act or formality, all 
the rights and powers given under this Schedule 
to the Trustee who resigned, was removed or was 
unable to act.

(1) register any approved security or other 
property held by it in its own name or 
in the name of a nominee with or without 
the addition of words indicating that such 
securities are held in fiduciary capacity;

(k) do any act in addition to those referred to in 
clauses (a) to (7) with respect to any property 
in the fund necessary to protect the invest- 
ment of the fund. 


(2) The books and records of the Trustee shall 
at all times indicate that all approved securities 
and property howsoever held are part of the fund. 


20.—(1) The Trustee’s fee for performing its duties 
under this Schedule shall be such as may be 
mutually agreed upon from time to time between 
the Director and the Trustee and in default of 
such agreement as may be determined by the 
Director. 


(2) The Trustee shall be entitled to be reimbursed 
for any and all costs, charges and expenses 
reasonably incurred by the Trustee in the _per- 
formance of its duties pursuant to this Schedule. 


(3) All fees, costs, charges and expenses and the 
expenses directed to be paid by the Board shall 
be deducted first from the income of the fund and 
in the event of any deficiency from the capital 
of the fund.

Part I 
GENERAL 
1. In these rules, 
(a) “clerk” means the clerk of the Court;

(c) ‘““new material’? means material manufac- 
tured for use as stuffing and includes new 
material manufactured for use other than 
as stuffing that is subsequently shredded, 
cut or reduced to a fibrous state through 
any process for use as stuffing; 


(d) “upholstered furniture” means any fur- 
niture that is made or sold with cushions, 
loose or attached, or is itself stuffed or filled 
in whole or in part with any stuffing con- 
cealed by fabric or other flexible material 
or any such article that can be used for 
sitting, resting or reclining purposes.

REGISTRATION 


2.—(1) An application for registration shall be in 
Form 11. 

(2) Every registration lapses on the anniversary 
date on which it was granted unless the pre- 
scribed annual return for maintenance of registration 
in Form 12, together with the prescribed fee, is 
filed with the Registrar not less than sixty days 
before the anniversary date.

(3) Every off-sale label affixed under section 19 of 
the Act shall be in Form 9. 


(4) Notwithstanding subsections (1) and (2), a label 
required to be affixed under subsection 13 (3) of the 
Act shall be at least eight square inches in size and in 
Form 10 and may be printed or typed on cardboard. 


(5) Where the seat of a chair is fabricated as a 
unit separate from the chair and the seat has -a 
hard surface backing, a label may be affixed on the 
backing by means of a rubber stamp provided 
that the label is legible and indelible. 


(6) Subject to subsections (7) and (10), where a 
label in Form 1 or Form 6 is affixed to an up- 
holstered or stuffed article, the label shall indicate 
under the heading ‘“‘Content’’, the main stuffing 
materials of the upholstered or stuffed article as 
set out in column II of the Schedule up to the 
three main stuffing materials used as measured by 
weight and the size of the label shall be extended 
as necessary. 


(7) Subsection (6) does not apply where the 
requirements of that subsection are satisfied by a 
label affixed under the Textile Labelling Act (Canada). 


(8) Except for, 
(a) the registration number; 


(b) where the manufacturer or renovator so 
desires, the firm name and address of the 
manufacturer or renovator; 


(c) information required by the laws of the 
Parliament of Canada, where the manu- 
facturer desires to have such information 
printed on an extended version of the 
labels required by this Regulation; or 


(d) the indication of the main stuffing materials, 


no printing other than that contained in a pre- 
scribed form shall appear on a label.

(9) Labels affixed under the laws of a province 
designated in section 8 to an _ upholstered or 
stuffed article manufactured in that province are 
adopted for use in Ontario.

PROCESSING OF FEATHERS AND FEATHER PRODUCTS 


9. Feathers or feather products used as stuffing 
shall be processed by being, 


(a) washed with a detergent for at least thirty 
minutes in water of a temperature of at least 
125° Fahrenheit ; 


(b) rinsed thoroughly forat least twenty minutes 
in warm water; 


(c) drained and treated by steam at a tempera- 
ture of at least 230° Fahrenheit for at least 
thirty minutes and at a pressure of fifteen 
pounds; and

thoroughly dried for a period of twenty 
minutes at a temperature of at least 200°

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STERILIZING OF UPHOLSTERED 
AND STUFFED ARTICLES 


10.—(1) Before being sold or offered for sale, an 
upholstered or stuffed article referred to in clause 18 
(1) (a) of the Act shall be sterilized by being exposed to 
formaldehyde gas for not less than ten hours in a gas- 
tight sterilization chamber equipped with, 


(a) at least one air inlet having a gas-tight 
closure gate or valve; and 


(o) at least one air outlet having a gas-tight 
closure gate or valve. 


(2) The air outlet of the sterilization chamber re- 
ferred to in subsection (1) shall be equipped with a 
duct of a size sufficient to carry the exhaust gases to 
the outside atmosphere at a point removed from 
any door, window or opening. 


(3) The formaldehyde gas referred to in subsection 
(1) shall be generated from one pint of formaldehyde 
solution for each 1,000 cubic feet of space in the sterili- 
zation chamber. 


(4) Where more than one upholstered or stuffed 
article is placed in a sterilization chamber referred to 
in subsection (1), the articles shall be so spaced from 
each other that gas may circulate freely among the 
articles. 


(5) Where shelves are used in a sterilization 
chamber referred to in subsection (1), the shelves shall 
be of lattice construction. R.R.O. 1970, Reg. 817,

DISINFESTING OF UPHOLSTERED 
AND STUFFED ARTICLES 


11.—(1) Before being sold or offered for sale, an 
upholstered or stuffed article referred to in clause 18 
(1) (c) of the Act shall be disinfested by a Class 1 or 2 
exterminator, 


(a) licensed under the Pesticides Act; 


(6) who uses a Schedule 1 substance, classified 
under clause 20 (a) of Regulation 751 of 
Revised Regulations of Ontario, 1980; and 


(c) who has complied with the requirements of 
clauses 42 (1) (c), @), (e), (f) and (g) of 
Regulation 751 of Revised Regulations of 
Ontario, 1980 and is exempt from subsection 
7 (1) of the Pesticides Act and sections 34, 37, 
39 and 40 of the said Regulation 751. 


(2) The upholstered or stuffed article, referred to 
in subsection (1), shall be disinfested in an enclosed 


space or vault that,

1. In this Regulation, 


(a) “‘clinicattendance”’ meansa visit bya person 
infected or suspected of being infeeted with 
venereal disease to a clinic at which the 
person actually receives examination, treat- 
ment, supervision or after-care for venereal 
disease ;

2. An examination of a person by a physician

In Group 1 are those conditions 
causally related to the ‘IMMEDIATE CAUSE” and in Group 2 those not causally related thereto. In most 
cases the completion of Group 1 will be sufficient. When it is necessary to record more than one entry, 
these should be stated in order so as to indicate their mutual relationship. 


2. Follow these instructions: 


. Name first the ‘“‘Immediate Cause”’ of death, 1.e., the disease, injury or complication that caused 
death (not mode of dying or terminal condition).

PENSION PLAN 
INTERPRETATION 


1. In this Regulation, 


(a) “‘actuary’’ means an actuary who is a 
Fellow of the Canadian Institute of 
Actuaries, and who is appointed the actuary 
of the plan by the Board;

Board;

ELIGIBILITY FOR MEMBERSHIP 


2.—(1) Every present employee is, on the date 
of the plan, eligible to become and is from that 
date a member of the plan.

-date a member of the plan.

CONTRIBUTIONS TO FUND 


4.—(1) Subject to subsection 6 (3), each present and 
new employee shall, throughout his service with the 
Board after he becomes a member of the plan until he 
ceases to be employed or to be a commissioner, pay 
into the fund an amount equal to his contribution per- 
centage of his salary in each year, less a deduction in 
each of the years 1966 and later, equal to 35 per cent of 
such amount, but in no event shall this deduction be 
greater than that based on his current Year’s 
Maximum Pensionable Earnings within the meaning 
of the Canada Pension Plan. R.R.O. 1970, Reg. 835, 
SAM), 


(2) The contribution percentage referred to in sub- 
section (1) shall be, 


(a) for each present employee who is a member, 
the percentage set forth in Table 1 opposite 
the member’s age at his nearest birthday 
at the date of his becoming a member of 
the plan, provided the maximum rate for 
any present employee shall be 5.75 per cent ; 
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(b) for each new employee added as a member of 
the plan prior to the 26th day of October, 
1972, the percentage set forth in Table 1 
opposite the member’s age at his nearest 
birthday at the date of his becoming a 
member of the plan, provided the maximum 
rate effective on and after the first day of 
January, 1971 shall be 6 per cent; 


(c) for each employee who is added as a member 
of the plan on or after the 26th day of 
October, 1972, 6 per cent. O. Reg. 520/72,

(3) Payment of an employee’s contributions shall 
be made by the Board by deducting from each of his 
salary payments after becoming a member of the 
plan, the appropriate portion thereof, and paying 
the amounts so deducted into the fund. 


(4) The Board shall pay into the fund currently, 
an amount determined by the actuary and approved 
by the Board, that is required from time to time in 
excess of member contributions, to pay the benefits 
provided by the plan with respect to members’ 
current services. 


(5) The Board shall also pay into the fund when 
required in accordance with the provisions of the 
Pension Benefits Act and the regulations thereunder, 
amounts determined by the actuary and approved 
by the Board as sufficient to liquidate any unfunded 
liabilities or experience deficiencies which are found 
toexistinthefund.

AMOUNT OF PENSION 


7.—(1) A member retiring on pension, on attaining 
his normal retirement age or later, is entitled to an 
annual pension, payable in equal monthly instal-

(a) 1 per cent of his average annual salary 
during the three highest-paid years of 
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service in his last ten years of service, 
multiplied by the number of full years and 
any fraction of a year in the service of 
the Board or as a commissioner from the 
date of entry into the service or of 
appointment as a commissioner to the date 
of the plan; and 


(b) 2 per cent of his average annual salary 
during the prescribed number of highest- 
paid years of service in his last ten years of 
service, multiplied by the number of full | 
years and any fraction of a year in the 
service of the Board or as a commissioner, 
computed from the date of the plan to the 
date of his retirement, in the case of a 
present employee, and computed from the 
date of his becoming a member of the plan 
to the date of his retirement in the case 
of a new employee. 


(2) The amount computed under clause (1) (0) shall 
be reduced by 0.7 per cent of the average of his annual 
salary during the five highest-paid years of service in 
his last ten years of service, multiplied by the number 
of full years and any fraction of a year in the service of 
the Board or as a commissioner from the lst day of 
January, 1966 but not exceeding thirty-five years of 
service. 


(3) For the purposes of subsection (2), the member’s 
salary in any year shall be deemed to be at a rate not in 
excess of $5,000 per annum, or his Year’s Maximum 
Pensionable Earnings under the Canada Pension Plan 
for that year, if greater. 


(4) The reduction referred to in subsection (2) shall 
not apply, 


(a) toa member who retired on pension in 1966; 


(b) until the beginning of the month following 
the member’s sixty-fifth birthday if he retires

(a) is equal to or greater than the prescribed 
number of highest-paid years of service, the 
said prescribed number of years shall be 
used; or 


(0) is less than the prescribed number of 
highest-paid years of service, the total 
number of years of service shall be used, 
as if they were the prescribed number of 
highest-paid years of service.

(a) leaves surviving a widow, the widow is 
entitled to an annual pension payable in 
equal monthly instalments for life so long 
as she remains unmarried and in the event 
that the widow subsequently dies or re- 
marries, leaving a dependent child or chil- 
dren of the member under eighteen years 
of age, the widow’s pension shall continue 
to be payable to such child or children, or 
to the person who stands in loco parentis, 
so long as there remains surviving such a 
child under eighteen years of age; or 


(b) leaves no widow but a dependent child or 
children under eighteen years of age, the 
amount of the annual pension payable to 
the widow had she survived shall be pay- 
able in equal monthly instalments to the 
child or children under eighteen years of 
age or to the person who then stands in 
loco parentis, so long as one such child 
remains under eighteen years of age.

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CHAPTER 110 
OF THE 1979 STATUTES 


An Act to provide for the Consolidation 
and Revision of the Regulations 


Assented to December 20th, 1979 


ER MAJESTY, by and with the advice and consent of 
the Legislative Assembly of the Province of Ontario, 
enacts as follows: 


1.—(1) Arthur Norman Stone, one of Her Majesty’s Counsel, Commis- 
and William Russell Anderson, one of Her Majesty’s Counsel, appoint- 
Senior Legislative Counsel and Registrar of Regulations respec- ™*t 
tively, and such other person or persons as the Lieutenant Gover- 
nor in Council may appoint, are hereby appointed commissioners 
under the direction of the Attorney General to consolidate and 
revise in accordance with this Act the regulations filed under The 8-S.9. 1970.

(2) The commissioners and such persons as may assist them Remunera- 
shall be paid such remuneration for their services under this Act, 
out of the moneys voted by the Legislature for the purposes of this 
Act, as the Lieutenant Governor in Council may fix. 


2. The commissioners shall examine the Revised Regulations Duties 
of Ontario, 1970, and the regulations filed under The Regulations 
Act on and after the ist day of January, 1971, and before the 1st 
day of January, 1981, and shall arrange, consolidate and revise 
such regulations in accordance with this Act. 


3.—(1) In the performance of their duties under this Act, the Powers 

commissioners may omit any regulation that is obsolete, may alter 
the numbering and arrangement of any regulation, may make 
such alterations in language and punctuation as are requisite to 
obtain a uniform mode of expression, and may make such 
amendments as are necessary to bring out more clearly what is 
deemed to be the intention of the authority that made the regula- 
tion or to reconcile seemingly inconsistent provisions or to correct 
clerical, grammatical or typographical errors. 


(2) In the performance of their duties under this Act, the com- Idem 
missioners may omit any regulation that, in their opinion, is not of 
general application but should remain in force.

4.—(1) Where a regulation is filed under the Regulations Act 
after the 31st day of December, 1980 and before the Revised 
Regulations of Ontario, 1980 come into force and amends, 
remakes or refers to a regulation that is included in the Revised 
Regulations of Ontario, 1980, 


(a) the regulation as it appears in the Revised Regulations of 
Ontario, 1980 shall be deemed to be amended, remade or 
referred to correspondingly; and 


(b) the commissioners shall, 


(i) cause the appropriate changes to be made in such 

regulations filed during such period, and 
(i1) forthwith after the day upon which the Revised 
Regulations of Ontario, 1980 come into force, 
cause such regulations as so revised together 
with all other regulations that are filed during 
such period to be published in The Ontario 
Gazette. 


(2) Upon the publication of the regulations mentioned in sub- 
clause 11 of clause b of subsection 1, such regulations shall be 
deemed to be filed under The Regulations Act on the day the 
Revised Regulations of Ontario, 1980 come into force, and the 
regulations filed after the 31st day of December, 1980 and before 
the Revised Regulations of Ontario, 1980 come into force are 
revoked on the day the Revised Regulations of Ontario, 1980 come 
into force. 


©. As soon as the commissioners report the completion of the 
consolidation and revision, the Lieutenant Governor may cause a 
printed roll thereof, signed by the Lieutenant Governor and 
countersigned by the Attorney General, to be deposited in the 
office of the Clerk of the Assembly. 


6.—(1) After the deposit of the roll under section 5, the 
Lieutenant Governor may by proclamation declare the day upon 
which the roll will come into force and have effect as law by the 
designation “Revised Regulations of Ontario, 1980”. 


(2) Subject to subsection 3 of section 3, on and after the day so 
proclaimed, 
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(a) all regulations contained in the Revised Regulations of 
Ontario, 1970; and 


(b) all regulations filed under The Regulations Act on and eae 1970, 
after the 1st day of January, 1971, and before the 1st day me 
of January, 1981, 


are revoked.
